A wireless call was received here, this afternoon from the New York & Porto Rico pas- 


senger line steamship Carolina saying that she was being attacked by a German submarine. 


The crew of the Edward H. Cole said the ship was approached by two submarines and 


given 10 minutes to take to the boats. ..Then German sailors went aboard and blew up tbe ves- 
sel with bombs^ 


The Carolina, with 220 passengers aboard and 120 in her crew, was bound for an At- 


lantic port at which she is this afternoon, 12 hours overdue.

The Carolina, a vessel of 3,1.25 tons, has been long in the New York-Porto Rico trade. 
The crew of the*Edward H^'Cole was subsequently picked up by an American auxiliary 


naval vessel, brought to an Atlantic'port last night, and thence sent here by train. 


The auxiliary vessercarrying the Edward H. Cole's crew was pursued by the submarine 


but escaped by taking refuge in the Atlantic port.

There are indications that the navy department has been watching closely reports of 


the appearance of enemy U-boats in unexpected places for some time and that the possibility of 
the; arrival of the craft off American ports -was foreseen. It was apparent, however, that the 
information'now available was'not sufficient to show whether a U-boat base had been estab- 
lished on this side or that cruiser submarines of perhaps 2,000 tons displacement were being 
used.

The attack upon American shipping almost at the very entrance of New York harbor 


is taken to mean that Germany has at last inaugurated a submarine campaign to break up 
transport of troops to France. 


Although there have been frequent rumors of submarines having-crossed the Atlan- 


tic since Ataerica entered the .war none has actually before attacked American shipping on this 
side of thei Atlantic. 


In October, 1916, tie,German submarine U-53, after visiting Newport, R. I., lay in 


waitfpr British shipping off Naritucket Lightship and got six: victims. 


Within the last week a South American ship arriving here brought reports of the pres- 


encp of two German submarines, in the vicinity of Bermuda. The reports that 15 vessels have 
been sunk, seeins to. indicate the presence of a number of submarines'and that the enemy has 
inaugurated an attack in force...

Walter Dull, .75 years old, a veteran 


of the Civil War and a former well 
known. Baltimore & Ohio passenger 
conductor, died tnts morning at 7.10

'Cottage aveWe, Mr. Dull had been In 
poor nealUi. for the* past three, years, 
although able to be about. On -Me- 
morial Day. members of the William 
P. Kartz 'Post, No. 104,. Grand Army 
ot the Hei>ublie, assembled 'at bis 
home to celebrate bis birtbday. Mr. 
Dull was born in North Pittsburg 
street, Cpnnellsvllle, a son of the late 
.Jacob and Katfarine Dull. : He served 
ttiree years in the Civil war as a 
member ol Company H, 142nd Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers. He was honor- 
ablr discharged at the close of the 
war.

Following the war he was a passen- 


ger conductor on the Baltimore & 
Ohio railrbatl, running- out of Co'n- 
nellsrille, untillS85; when he went to 
Philadelphia and opened a grocery 
store linder the firm name »f Dull & 
Swope. He coatinued in that business 
until 1889, when he -turned to New' 
YorkiCity, where.be was superintend- 
ent of an industrial benefit- associa- 
tion, ^'which 
continued 
until 
1894. 


From' that time up until in 1915, when/ 
he returned to Connellsville, Mr. Dull 
was. employed as keeper in title De-. 
partment of .Correction in the Tombs 
prison; New York. City. He was a 
charter member .of the H. B. Claflin 
Post, N. 518, Department o£ Mew 
York,. Grand Army ot;the EepubHc, 
and held offices as -junior vice com- 
mander, in 1891, senior vice command- 
er in 18S2, and as commander in 1893.

In 1903 he was staff oflicer^on 
the staff of Commander-ln-Chief , of 
the Grand Army of tha.

I had been !D prison at Courtra. 


nearly three wee.cs when, on the morn- 
ing of September Oth, I and Kir other 
officers were tol*l that we TV ere to be 
transferred to a prison camp in Ger- 
many.

When, therefore, I K«xned that I wtis 


on my way to Germany, I realized that 
U was more important than erer for 
me to get that map, and with the helo 
of my friend, we got the interpreter 
ont of hi* room on flame pretext or 
another, and while he was gone I con- 
fiscated the map from the boot: In 
•which he kept It and concealed it in 
my eock underneath :ny legging. As 
I had anticipated. It later proved of 
the utmost vatae to me, 


I got it none too vcon, for half an 


hoar later we were on our way to 
Ghent. 
Onr party consisted of five 


British officers and ono French officer. 
At Ghent, where we had to wait for 
several hours for another train to take 
us direct to the priwm camp In Ger- 
many, two other priaocers were added 
to our party. 


In the Jnterral we were locked In a 


room at & hotel, A guard sitting at the 
door with a rifle on his Itnec. It would 
have done my heart good for the rest 
of my life If I could have gotten away 
then and fooled that Han—he was so 
cocksure. 


Later we were marched to the train 


that was to convey us to Germany 
It 


consisted of sotne tv- elve coaches, 
ele\en of these containing troops going 
home on leave, and the twelfth re- 
served for ns. We were placed In a 
fourth-class compartment with old, 
hard wooden seats, a filthy floor and 
no lights save a candle placed there 


by E guard. There were elgnt cf us 
prisoners and four guaras 


As we sat m tin* coach we were an 


object of curiosity to the crowd who 
gathered at the stfitlon 


"Hope you Save a nice trip I" one of 


them shouted sarcastically, 
| 


"Drop me a Une when you set to 


Berlin, will you?" shouted another in 
Droken English. 


"WTien shall we oee you agala?" 


asked a third. 


"Kemember me to your frlends> will 


p&a' Foa'Il flud plenty where you're 
going1" shouted another. 


The German officers made no efflort 


to repress the crowd. In fact they 
Joined in the general laughter which 
.'ollcrwod every enlly. 


I called to a German oScer who was

1 


asfce d, respectfully enough. 


"lea, what of It?" be rejoined, 
"Well, in England," I said, "we let

Some months later when I had the 


honor of telling my story to King 
George, he thought thts incident wnh 
one of the best Jokes ho had eri>r 
beard. I don't believe he ever laugbf-d 
harder In his life. 


Before oar train polled out, our 


guards bad to present their anna for 
Inspection and then- rifles were loaded 
In oar presence to let us know tbot 
they meant business. 


From the moment the train sturtdi 


on Its way to Germany, the thought 
kept coining to my bend that unless I 
could make my escape before 
wi> 


reached that reprisal camp I might ai> 
well make up my mind, as far as ] 
was concerned, the war was over. 


It occurred to roe fast if the eight 


of its in that car could jump at a given 
ticnal and ^dze thosv four Eun guxu-du 
by surprise, we'd hare a spleedtd 
chance of besting them and Jumping 
on. the train when it first slowed down, 
but when I passed the Idea, on to my 
comrades they turned It down. Even 
If the p**n worked out as gloriously 
as I had pictured, they pointed out, 
the fact that BO many of ns had es- 
caped would almost inevitably result 
tn OTT recapture. Tire Huns would 
hare scoured B«lgram till they fand 
got vo and then we woall all b« ehot 
Perhaps they were right 


Keverthelesa, I was determined that, 


no matter what the others decided to 
do, I V7&8 going to make one bid fox 
freedom, com« what might. 


As we passed through vOlftge afta? 


Tillage in Belgium and I realized that 
we were getting nearer and nearer to 
that dreaded reprisal camp, I con- 
cluded that my one and only chance of 
getting free before "we reached it was 
througQ the window 1 I would have 
to go through that window while the 
train waa going fnfl-epeed, because If 
I waited Tintil it had slowed up or 
stopped entirely, it would be a simple 
matter fo? the goards to overrate or 
shoot me. 


I opened the window. The guard 


wbo sat opposite me—so close that 
Ms feet toached mine and the stock 
of his gnn "which ho held between nia 
knees occasionally struck my foot— 
made no objection, Imagining no doubt 
that I found the car too warm or that 
the smoke, with which the compart- 
ment was filled, annoyed me.
